It is interesting to find that real estate.men—who have not 
been wholly innocent in this matter, themselves—taking up the 
billboard prohibition movement. They now^saiy that the view 
from any highway does not belong solely to the individual who 
fciyptaa to own that bit of properly—it is a. comrnunitjr poise*, 
•ion, and aa such must be preserved for the enjoyineht of c*U

who paas that way. Hence, down with the obstructing bill­ 
boards. 


Whatever the declared purpose animating any billboard 
antagonist, it is cheering to the general public to find that all 
points of view are tending to the same desirable end. Even 
large billboard advertisers, such as the Standard Oil Company, 
a leading tire company and a flour, company, have joined the 
procession by voluntarily removing many of their signs.
